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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 



The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not teach or disclose a semiconductor device 
package, comprising: a semiconductor die having a first surface on which an integrated 
circuit and at least one electrically conductive bond pad are fabricated, the die having 
first and second pairs of opposed lateral edges; at least one electrically conductive 
external terminal; an interposer having a die attach surface and an external surface 
opposite of the die attach surface disposed in between the semiconductor die and the at 
least one external terminal, the interposer having at least one electrically conductive 
interconnect electrically coupling the at least one bond pad of the semiconductor die 
positioned adjacent to the die attach surface to the at least external terminal positioned 
adjacent to the external surface, the interposer being formed of an organic substrate or 
a polyimide substrate; and a plurality of elongated strips of compliant adhesive film, 
each strip having a first length and a second length perpendicular to the first length, the 
first length being substantially greater than the second length, the strips extending 
substantially the entire distance between the first pair of opposed lateral edges and 
disposed between the semiconductor die and the interposer, a sum of the second 
lengths of the elongated strips being substantially less than a distance between the 
second pair of opposed lateral edges of the semiconductor die, the strips further 
including a compliant carrier layer having a pair of opposing surfaces with a first 
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adhesive layer disposed on a first surface of the opposing surfaces of the carrier layer 
to adhere the carrier layer to the die attach surface of the interposer, and a second 
adhesive layer disposed on a second surface of the opposing surfaces of the carrier 
layer to adhere the carrier layer to the die. 

Mitchell (6,169,328) in view of Chan (5,461,255) disclose said package (see prior 
Office Action), except the adhesive strips do not have a cumulative width that is 
substantially less than the width of the die. Applicant has disclosed in the instant 
specification (p.9) that several narrow strips produce a smaller coefficient of thermal 
expansion (CTE) between a chip and a carrier than one or two large strips. Therefore, 
Applicant has shown unexpected results by providing strips that are substantially 
narrower than the die width, and the strips of Chan do not disclose this claim limitation. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
